Itia>aid that 
45 per cent oJ the employes in the num- 
erous manufacturing establishments of 
New York city, are women, and yet tho 
'demand cannot coop pace with the sup- 
ply. The most patient creatures on the 
face of the earth are women. It is their 
nature "to toil, to scrimp, and to bear." 
They work without complaining 
when 


sven thnir sensitive natures are crushed 
bejond the understanding of cold, busi- 
ness-like men. But with all their indus- 
try, thoir patience, and their efficient 
work, they are not allowed to compete 
with boys or men in the matter of wages. 
A woman, take for instance a teacher 
or 
a 
olerk, 
will 
do 
tho 


work of a man, and even do it better 
than he, and still becauje she is a 
woman, she is compelled to accept wages 
or a salary which would be au insult if 
offered to a man. The humanity in man 
seems to be hid uuder a bushel when it 
oomei to paying women for the services 
they do just us they would pay men.

They don't 4o that, which is ono of the 
hard features of the social condition ot 
women, and what is more, the women are 
earnestly beut on ettfning a livir.c. and 
have noither tlie strongtli.nor tho dispo- 
sition to agitate the question. 


As we said in starting out with this 


article, thero is no way pointed out by 
which the social condition of women can 
be improved. There has been a good 
deal of talk and much writing done on
